Pojoaque High teacher arrested

Santa Fe County Sheriff’s deputies have arrested a 31 -year-old Pojoaque High School teacher who 
is accused of coercing a male teen into sex acts. 

Teacher Jennifer Vigil, 31, is being charged with two counts of criminal sexual penetration after 
the teen said that she pressured him into letting her perform oral sex on him one day after school 
in mid-March. According to magistrate court records, the student, who was in Vigil’s Horticulture 
class, took cell-phone photographs of Vigil as she performed the sex act. 

Vigil told sheriffs detectives that the student requested oral sex, which then led to sexual 
intercourse between the two one day in early April and that he returned to her again in mid-April 
with a similar request, which she granted. She said the sexual relations were consensual. 

Vigil is currently being held at the Santa Fe County Detention Center pending an arraignment 
hearing.

A 31-year-old teacher accused of having 
sex with a student in her Pojoaque 
Valley High School classroom was 
arraigned Wednesday on felony 
chatges. 

Jennifer Vigil faces two counts of 
criminal sexual penetration of the teen, 
who told police that she pressured him 
into letting her perform oral sex on him 
in March, and then into having sexual 
intercourse twice in April. 

Authorities said Vigil admitted to 
Jennifer Vigfl having sex with the student on school 

grounds but said that the sex was 
consensual and that the student had 
repeatedly sought sexual favors. 

Maj. Ken Johnson of the Santa Fe 
County Sheriffs Office said that even though the student is 18 and may have 
consented to sexual acts, the acts themselves are still illegal. 

“In her position as a teacher, she's an authority figure," Johnson said. “For her to 
engage in any sexual activity with a student, whether they be 18 or not, is against 
the law." 
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A criminal complaint says Vigil told investigators that M she was aware she had 
authority over [the student] because she was his teacher” but again insisted that 
the sexual acts were consensual. 

Johnson said school officials reported the alleged incidents to police after 
"rumors” spread throughout the school. 

At about 4 p.m. Tuesday, members of the school's security staff questioned the 
student about the rumors and then called police, Johnson said. The student and 
the teacher on Tuesday evening each agreed to be questioned by deputies at the 
Santa Fe County Sheriffs Office. 

The criminal complaint says the student, who was in Vigils horticulture class, told 
investigators that lie went into her classroom after school on March 22 to turn in 
an assignment. The student told officers that Vigil locked the door behind him and 
told him, "You're not leaving until I gel something from you," according to court 
documents. 

The student told officers that Vigil mentioned that she was no longer intimate with 
her husband and told him, "If you help me out, I'll help you out.” 

Vigil then allegedly performed oral sex on the student, who used a cellphone 
camera to take a picture of her as she performed the sex act, the complaint states. 
The student, however, maintained to investigators that the sex act was performed 
against his will. 

The complaint says deputies were able to identify Vigil from the photo provided to 
investigators. 

After she was read her Miranda rights, Vigil told investigators that she had been 
teaching the student since he started at the school four years earlier. Vigil told 
officers of only two incidents involving herself and the student, documents state. 
She admitted to having sexual intercourse with the student in her classroom on 
April 2 and April 12, according to the documents, then stopped and asked to have 
an attorney present for further questioning. 

Vigil told Santa Fe County Magistrate Judge George Anaya Jr. at her arraignment 
Wednesday that she was seeking a private attorney. The judge set her bond at 
$25,000. 

Pojoaque Schools Human Resources Director Angela Lobato said Wednesday that 
Vigil had been a full-time teacher at the high school for eight years in various 
disciplines. Lobato said Vigil has been placed on paid administrative leave pending 
the outcome of the criminal case. 

"We take these allegations seriously and will cooperate with all investigations,” 
Lobato said.

22-10A-27. Discharge hearing; procedures. (2003) 

A. A local school board or the governing authority of a state agency may discharge a 
certified school employee only for just cause according to the following procedure: 

(1) the superintendent shall serve a written notice of his intent to recommend discharge on 

the certified school employee in accordance with the law for service of process in civil actions- 
and ’ 


(2) . the superintendent shall state in the notice of his intent to recommend discharge the caus e 
for his recommendation and shall advise the certified school employee of his right to a discharge 
hearing before the local school board or governing authority as provided in this section. 

B. A certified school employee who receives a notice of intent to recommend discharge 
pursuant to Subsection A of this section may exercise his right to a hearing before the local 
school board or governing authority by giving the local superintendent or administrator written 
notice of that election within five working days of his receipt of the notice to recommend 
discharge. 

C. The local school board or governing authority shall hold a discharge hearing no less than 
twenty and no more than forty working days after the local superintendent or administrator 
receives the written election from the certified school employee and shall give the certified 
school employee at least ten days written notice of the date, time and place of the discharge 


D. Each party, the local superintendent or administrator and the certified school employee 

. may be accompanied by a person of his choice. * 

E. The parties shall complete and respond to discovery by deposition and production of 
documents prior to the discharge hearing. 

F. The local school boaid or governing authority shall have the authority to issue subpoenas 
tor the attendance of witnesses and to produce books, records, documents and other evidence at 
the request of either party and shall have the power to administer oaths. 

G. The local superintendent or administrator shall have the burden of proving by a 
prepondeiance of the evidence that, at the time of the notice of intent to recommend discharge 
he had just cause to discharge the certified school employee. 

H - J he . l0Cal superintendent or administrator shall present his evidence first, with the 
certified school employee presenting his evidence thereafter. The local school board or governing 

authority shall permit either party to call, examine and cross-examine witnesses and to introduce 
documentary evidence. 

I. An official record shall be made of the hearing. Either party may have one copy of the 
recoid at the expense of the local school board or governing authority* 

J. The local school board shall render its written decision within twenty days of the 

conclusion of the discharge heai-ing. 3

On Tuesday, April 30, 2013, Santa Fe County Sheriff’s Deputy Isaiah Anaya was dispatched to 
the Pojoaque Valley High School in reference to a sexual assault involving a teacher and a 
student. Upon Deputy Anaya's arrival he made contact with Pojoaque School Disciplinary 
Officer Gray Johnson. Mr. Johnson informed Deputy Anaya on April 30,2013, he was informed 
by a teacher (unidentified) of a rumor about a student being involved in a sexual relationship with 
a teacher identified as Jennifer Vigil. Mr. Johnson spoke with several unidentified students about 
the allegations and was informed a student identified as was the student 

involved in a sexual relationship with Mrs. Vigil. The unidentified student informed Mr. Johnson 
they had seen a photograph on cellular phone of Mrs. Vigil performing oral sex acts with 


According to Mr. Johnson upon him speaking with about the allegations of him being 
involved in a sexual relationship with Mrs. Vigil, . admitted to the sexual relationship with his 
teacher Mrs. Vigil. explained to Mr. Johnson that on March 22,2013 he had gone into Mrs. 
Vigil’s classroom to turn in an assignment, when he was told by Mrs. Vigil if he did not have sex 
with her he would fail her class. Mr. Johnson reported showed him a photograph on his 
cellular phone of Mrs. Vigil performing oral sex on him. Mr. Johnson then contacted die Santa Fe 
County Sheriffs Office. 

Deputy Anaya spoke with at the Pojoaque Valley High School about die incident involving 
his sexual relationship with Mis. Vigil. advised Deputy Anaya on March 22,2013, he went 
into Mrs. Vigil’s classroom to turn in a past due assignment at about 3:20 pm after school hours, 
stated once inside the classroom Mrs. Vigil locked the door and told him he couldn't leave 
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until he gave her something. According tc he was uncertain what Mrs. Vigil was refereeing 
to and felt like he could not get away from her at this time. stated Mrs. Vigil began telling 
him she thought he was “cute*' and ’‘attractive” and was telling him how her husband never 
touched her in any sexual way stated that was when Mrs. Vigil started telling him to “put it 
in her”. told Deputy Anaya he attempted to leave the classroom several time’s but Mrs. Vigil 
wouldn’t allow him to do so. told Mrs. Vigil he was going to call his basketball coach if she 
didn’t let him leave. Mrs. Vigil continued to tell “give it to me. give it to me" Mrs. Vigil 
then asked if he would allow her to perform oral sex on him. told Deputy Anaya he felt 
that was going to be the only way she was going to allow him to leave. stated at that time 
Mrs. Vigil pulled his "dick" (penis) out of his pants and began “jacking him off’ (masturbating). 
Mrs. Vigil then began to perform oral sex on him told Deputy Anaya the incident with Mrs. 
Vigil had been bothering him and has made him feel uncomfortable to go school. Sgt. Mike 
Martinez notified criminal investigation Lt. William Pacheco and briefed him of the incident. No 
further action was taken by Deputy Anaya at this time. 

INVESTIGATION; 

On Tuesday, April 30,2013 at approximately 4:35pm Detective Nicole Romero and I arrived on 
scene at the Pojoaque Valley High School, where I made contact with Sgt. Mike Martinez. Sgt. 
Martinez briefed me of the incident and informed me both the victim and 

suspect Jennifer Vigil where still on scene in separate offices. I also made contact with 

the mother of . I explained to Mrs. the purpose for my 

presence was to conduct a thorough investigation on the alleged sexual assault. I explained to 
Mrs. I would be conducting an audio and visual recorded interview with her son 

• at the Santa Fe County Sheriffs Office. Mrs. agreed to take to the Sheriff s 

Offtce for a recorded interview. 

I also made contact with in the front office of the Pojoaque Valley High School. I 

explained to I would be investigating the allegations of the criminal sexual penetration he 
disclosed had occurred with his teacher Jennifer Vigil. I explained to a recorded audio and 
visual interview would be conducted at the Santa Fe County Sheriffs Office. a greed to 
conduct the interview and briefly stated he had a photograph of Mrs. Vigil performing oral sex on 
him in his cellular phone. voluntarily showed me a photograph on his cellular of a female he 
identified as Jennifer Vigil performing an oral sex act. I explained to I would need his 
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consent to retrieve the photograph from his phone as evidence • agreed at which time I seized 
his T-Mobile Prism cellular phone 

I then made contact with Jennifer Vigil in the front office of the Pojoaque Valley High School. 1 
properly introduced myself to Mrs. Vigil and explained to her I was investigating the alleged 
criminal sexual penetration between her and a student. 1 explained to Mrs. Vigil I was not going 
to ask her any question regarding the investigation until she was advised of her “Miranda Rights". 
Mrs. Vigil agreed to be transported to the Santa Fe County Sheriffs Office for a recorded audio 
and visual interview with detectives. 

INTERVIEW WITH 

On Tuesday, April 30,2013 at approximately 5:57pm, I conducted an audio and visual recorded 
interview with at that Santa Fe County Sheriffs Office. During the 

interview stated on Friday, March 22,2013 he went to his horticulture teacher Mrs. Jennifer 
Vigil’s classroom after school at approximately 3:00 pm to turn in a cell project. stated while 
he was turning the project in Mrs. Vigil locked to doors to the classroom and told him, “You're 
not leaving until I get something out of you”. asked Mrs. Vigil, “What do you want from 

me?” Mrs. Vigil replied, “Well let me just be flat out honest with you, I’ve always thought you 
were attractive’* stated Mrs. Vigil told him during his freshman, sophomore and junior years 
of school wasn’t the right time to approach him about it. stated he asked Mrs. Vigil once 

again what she wanted him to do stated that was when Mrs. Vigil began telling him her 
husband didn't touch her anymore at which time she tells “If you help me out I'll help you 
out”. asked Mrs. Vigil what she meant and Mrs. Vigil replied, “Well, why don’t you just 
give it to me and after you can leave”. stated he told Mrs. Vigil “No, That’s disgusting”, 
began telling Mrs. Vigil her wasn't attracted to her and thought she was disgusting. stated he 
even told Mrs. Vigil he was going to call his basketball coach to come get him. stated he 
walked towards to door in an attempt to leave when Mrs. Vigil blocked his path not allowing him 
to leave. stated at that point he told Mrs. Vigil if she did not allow him to leave he was going 
to do something to her like hit her. At that point Mrs. Vigil askeo to allow her to give him 
“Head" (oral sex). told Mrs. Vigil he was not going to consent to the sexual acts while at the 
school. stayed Mrs. Vigil continued to plead with him to perform sexual acts. stated at 
that point he asked Mrs. Vigil if that was going to be the only way she would let him leave the 
classroom. Mrs. Vigil agreed that would be the only way she would allow to leave. 
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staled he felt he had no choice but to allow Mrs. Vigil to perform oral sex. stated Mrs. Vigil 
began "Jacking him ofr with her hand until he got an erection. stated after he got an erection 
Mrs. Vigil began performing oral sex on him. At that time told Mrs. Vigil he was going to 
take a photograph of her performing the sex act. Mrs. Vigil asket not to take the photograph, 
but continued asking her to allow him to take it. After a short time Mrs. Vigil finally agreed 
and allowed to take a photograph. stated as he took the photograph Mrs. Vigil looked up 
into the camera so you could see her face. stated Mrs. Vigil continued the oral sex on him 
until he ejaculated. stated the purpose for the photograph was to protect him incase Mrs. 

Vigil tried to say the sex act wasn’t consensual. stated after the incident with Mrs. Vigil he 
refused to go back into her class and would constantly tell Mrs. Vigil he wasn’t interested in her 
and how disgusting he thought she was. During the interview stated he had told one of his 
friends he identified as about the incident. 

stated as he was in class today Tuesday, April 30,2013, he was brought into Gary Johnson’s 
office and explained the allegations about him being involved in a sexual relationship with Mrs. 
Vigil. initially denied being involved in a sexual relationship with Mrs. Vigil. Mr. Johnson 
explained to about allegations of a photograph of Mrs. Vigil performing sexual act which 
was taken from . cell phone. continued to deny the relationship and denied having 
possession of a photograph. stated Mr. Johnson requested to look through the cell phone to 
ensure there was no photograph. agreed to allow Mr. Johnson to look at his phone, 
explained he has two separate photo albums and he opened the album that did not contain the 
photograph of Mrs. Vigil. As Mr. Johnson was looking through the photo album he noticed a 
second photo album. Mr. Johnson opened the second photo album and located a photograph of a 
female performing oral sex on an unknown male. Mr. Johnson was able to identify the female in 
the photograph as Mrs. Vigil. Mr. Johnson showed the photograph to the school’s Principal 
Albert Martinez who also identified Mrs. Vigil. Mr. Johnson then contacted the Santa Fie County 
Sheriff s Office. At the conclusion of the interview witl he provided Detectives with written 
consent to obtain data from his T-Mobile Prism cellular phone (see attached consent to search 
form). For Further information regarding the interview with , refer 

to the recorded DVD submitted into evidence. 
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INTERVEW WITH JENNIFER VIGIL 


On Tuesday, April 30,2013 at approximately 6:54pm, Detective Nicole Romero and 1 conducted 
an audio and visual recorded interview with Jennifer Vigil at that Santa Fe County Sheriffs 
Office. Prior to asking Mrs. Vigil any questions regarding the case she was advised of her 
“Miranda Rights". Mrs. Vigil staled she understood her rights and agreed to speak with 
Detectives without an attorney present at this time. 

I explained to Mrs. Vigil the purpose of the interview was in reference to allegations about her 
having a sexual relationship with one of her students at the Pojoaque Valley High School. I told 
Mrs. Vigil this was her opportunity to explain what had occurred between her and her student 
on March, 22,2013. Mrs. Vigil thought for a few moments and stated, 
“Nothing happened on March 22,2013”. I asked Mrs. Vigil if she remembered any particular 
day. Mrs. Vigil requested to look at a calendar and was then able to give me the date of April 12, 
2013. Mrs. Vigil stated had gone into her classroom during lunch at approximately 11:30am. 

I asked Mrs. Vigil to explain the events that occurred on that date. Mrs. Vigil stated walked 
into her classroom and asked her if she wanted to have sex. I asked Mrs. Vigil what her response 
was after asked to have sex with her. Mrs. Vigil remained quiet and looked down as if she 
was ashamed to give a response. I asked Mrs. Vigil if she ever had a sexual relationship with 
. Mrs. Vigil knotted her head up and down motion and verbally stated “Yes”. Mrs. Vigil 
stated, “I gave him oral sex, then we had sex”. Mrs. Vigil acknowledged this incident took place 
in her classroom. I asked Mrs. Vigil if she ever discussed her personal life with Mrs. Vigil 

stated she would sometimes since had been her student every year since he had been in high 
school. I asked Mrs. Vigil to explain how she became involved in a sexual relationship with 
based on their conversations. Mrs. Vigil stated her students had noticed she had been upset at 
work lately and knew things weren’t going good for her at home. Mrs. Vigil staled 
would tell her how pretty she looked at times. Mrs. Vigil recalled asking her one day if she 
would have sex with him. Mrs. Vigil did state it wasn’t awkward for him just to walk in and ask 
her to have sex. Mrs. Vigil did admit she found attractive. 

Mrs. Vigil stated the sexual relationship actually started on Tuesday April 02,2013, when 
went to her classroom with a security guard Chris Velarde during her prep (2 nd period). Mrs. Vigil 
recalled the security guard Chris Velarde telling her needed to turn in an assignment- When 
the security guard Chris Velarde left the classroom stayed behind. Mrs. Vigil stated that was 
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when asked her to have sex with him. Mrs. Vigil sated she agreed to have sex with that 
day. Mrs. Vigil stated on April 02,2013 she performed oral sex or • and had sexual 
intercourse. Mrs. Vigil did admit to having sexual intercourse with on two separate occasions 
during school hours. 

Mrs. Vigil described her relationship as very close with *ip until recently. Mrs. Vigil stated 
when she would ask what his plans were after his graduation he would become defensive 
towards her. I asked Mrs. Vigil what her feeling were towards Mrs. Vigil stated she had felt 
sorry for him at times because he was grown up without a father figure. Mrs. Vigil stated if a 
teacher has a student from more than one year you tend to getting feelings for them. Mrs. Vigil 
admitted to being attracted to and having feelings for him. Later in the interview Mrs. Vigil 
stated to detectives she would get a little jealous when she saw talking with some of the 
female students. 

I asked Mrs. Vigil if she recalled ever taking a picture with his cellular phone during the time 
of their intimacy. Mrs. Vigil wasn't sure when the photograph was taken but did know he had his 
phone on him during their intimate encounter. During the interview Mrs. Vigil stated she was 
aware she had authority over because she was his teacher but stated the sexual encounters 
were consensual. Mrs. Vigil stated was the one asking for sexual favors. Mrs. Vigil later 
requested to have an attorney present and all questioning was stopped at that time. 


INVESTIGATION 


On Wednesday, May 01,2013, T-Mobile Prism cellular phone was subnutted to Santa Fe 

County Sheriffs Office Computer Analyst Larry Martinez for a forensic examination to obtain all 
video, photographs, names, numbers, and text messages. 

On Wednesday, March 01,2013,1 received back from Santa Fe County Sheriffs Office 
Computer Analyst Larry Martinez one T- Mobile Prism cellular phone with a DVD containing all 
requested data. For further information pertaining to the data collected from cellular phone 
refer to Santa Fe County Sheriffs Office Computer Analyst Larry Martinez's report. 
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On Wednesday, March 02,2013 at approximately 8:12am, arrived at the 

Santa Fe Sheriff s Office to retrieve his T-Mobile Prism cellular phone. advised me he 
wanted to speak with me about the case. stated the statement he had giving initially about 
Mrs. Vigil wasn’t completely correct. sated the sexual encounters he had with Mrs. Vigil at 
the school was consensual. . recalled having sex both oral and vaginal with Mrs. Vigil on two 
separate occasions at the school. took the photograph of Mrs. Vigil performing oral sex on 
April 12,2013 during a consensual sexual encounter in her classroom. advised me he had 
initially told Santa Fe Sheriffs Detectives the sexual relationship with Mrs. Vigil was non 
consensual because he was scared, i stated after Mr. Johnson began questioning him at the 
school he feared he was going to be in trouble and decided to lie. provided Detectives with a 
written statement indicating the relationship between him and Mrs. Vigil was consensual. No 
other information was obtained at this time. 

CONCLUSION 

On Tuesday, April 30,2013, The Santa Fe Sheriffs Office was dispatched to the Pojoaque Valley 
High School in reference to a sexual assault involving a student and teacher. Responding 
Deputies discovered the student had been sexually assaulted by his 

Horticulture teacher identified as Jennifer Vigil. had initially told Deputies the sexual 
encounter was not consensual and provided them with a photograph of Mrs. Vigil performing oral 
sex on him. Responding Deputies contacted the Criminal Investigations Unit and briefed Lt. 
William Pacheco. 

Upon my arrival at the Pojoaque Valley High School I discovered had a photograph of his 
teacher Mrs. Vigil performing oral sex on him. During the initial interviewed with the victim ' 

he stated he was forced to have sex with his teacher Mrs. Vigil. stated after 
he was locked in Mrs. Vigil’s classroom he had no choice but to allow Mrs. Vigil to perform oral 
sex on him. 

During my interview with Mrs. Vigil at the Santa Fe County Sheriffs Office I discovered the 
relationship between her and the victim was consensual. Mrs. Vigil told Santa 

Sheriff s Detectives she had been approached by a student who her if she 

would have sex with him. Mrs. Vigil stated she was attracted ti and H^i d eri to get involved 
in a sexual relationship. During the interview Mrs. Vigil did acknowledge she was in a position of 
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authority over because she was his teacher, and agreed that her decision to have sex with him 
was wrong. During the interview with Mrs. V igil I also discovered Mrs. Vigil and had 
a sexual relationship on two separate occasions in her classroom. It was also discovered on both 
occasions Mrs. Vigil preformed oral sex on prior to vaginal intercourse. Mrs. Vigil was 
arrested and booked at the Santa Be County Adult Detention Center. 

During a second interview with at the Santa Fe County Sheriff's Office it was discovered 
that the sexual relationship between him and Mrs. Vigil was consensual. stated he initially 

lied about the relationship because he didn't want to get into any trouble. also admitted to the 

two separate occasions at the school and stated it was both oral and vaginal sex. 

Based on my investigation it was discovered Mrs. Vigil was in a position of authority over 
and was involved in a sexual relationship. Based on the evidence and investigation Mrs. Vigil 
was charged with Criminal Sexual Penetration. This case will be forwarded to the District 
Attorney's Office for review and prosecution.
